A first  look  at  Brown  High  School  in  1961  gave  a dif- 
ferent impression  from  what  we  were  accustomed  to, 
and  from  what  many  of  us'  probably  expected.  Though 
everything  was  new  and  different,  the  sophomore  class  soon 
became  an  important  and  active  part  of  the  school.
